For want of time and abilities, I 
muſt wave a deſcription of one of the 
lovelieſt vallies I ever ſaw, that led 
us better than ſix miles to the village 
called SSI TER.

One bottle of the water, ready corked, 
coſts ſeven creutzers, threepence-half- 
penny Engliſh ; and it brings the E- 
lector of Treves, to whom it belongs, 
11, oool. ſterling annually.
